Political violence is tearing Peru apart. The Church’s 
“option for the poor” amounts to a declaration of war in the 
eyes of Sendero Luminoso (Shining Path), a terrorist group 
that views works with the oppressed as an obstacle to its plan 
for total revolution. Unarmed civilians, women, children, 
community leaders and church workers are targeted. Sendero 
bears responsibility for thousands of cold-blooded assassina¬ 
tions of innocent people, whose only crime was helping others 
to improve their lives. 

On the other side, government forces also view the poor 
as subversives or potential revolutionaries to be arrested, tor¬ 
tured, driven from their homes or killed. The security forces 
need to counteract terrorism, but pacification must be measured 
and always concerned for the overall welfare of the Peruvian 
people. Unfortunately, Peru’s democratically elected govern¬ 
ments, its military and the judiciary have been grossly negli¬ 
gent when it comes to distinguishing between the poor and 
Sendero. We have some hope that the government’s human 
rights will improve now that President Alberto Fujimori has 
allowed the International Red Cross to monitor treatment of 
internees at military and police detention centers. 

The violence, however, has left tens of thousands of 
widows, orphans and emotionally scarred individuals. But 
times of crisis can also become periods of grace and growth 
for people willing to search for meaning to their suffering. 
Maryknoll missioners feel privileged to accompany the Peru¬ 
vian people during this most difficult time. As we discover 
our own weakness, helplessness and limits, we witness God 
breaking through with resurrection and life in the faith of the 
Peruvian people. I ask all Mayknoll readers to pray for 
Peruvians and for us who stand by them during this trial 
by fire.
